Marcus Aurelius, left a collection of 
his meditations which are in striking 
harmony with the religion of Jesus 
Christ. 

Marcus Aurelius was the adopted 
son and son-in-law and. successor to 
‘the Roman emperor, Antonius Pius, 
He ascended to the throne of Rome 
in the year 161, and until the year’ 
169 refgned jointly with his ndopted™ 
brother Lucius Verus. .In that year 
the latter died and Marcus Aurelius: 
became the sole ruler of Rome. 

Few men were better emperors “of * 
Rome than -Mareus Aurelius, ‘but he 
had his enemies and the tribes to tha 
north of Rome were particularly. trou- 
blesome during his réign. A legend is 
told concerning his campaign against 
these northern tribes which, it would 
seem, ‘should have heen suMcient to 
turn the emperor from his persecution 
of thé Christians. 

The story runs that on a certain 
day the Roman army was caught ina 
narrow defile, unable to advance be- 
cause of the enemy, and unsble to re- 
treat. There was no‘water to be had 
and the soldiers were fainting of ex- 
-haustion. At this moment a band of
